JFK Battles for Civ il Rip lits Laws 


DREW PEARSON 


WASHINGTON — Seldom has any Presi- 
dent of the United States fought so hard 
to shap e any p iece of legislation as John 
F. Kennedy did the Civ il Rights hill all last 
week — ev en before it p assed the House 
Judiciary committee. 
Through friendly Democratic May ors back 
in the home districts, and by both nocturnal 
and day time secret White House confer­ 
ences, Kennedy did his best to get Civ il 
Rights back on a more moderate track. He 
did this desp ite the risk of antogonizing 
Negro leaders, for the following reason: 
1. A tough Civ il Rights bill will either 
get v oted down or be debated into 1964— 
an election y ear. 
2. Already the Civ il Rights issue has turn­ 
ed against the President in many p arts of 
the North. Kennedy p ut it this way to one 
group of Democrats: Civ il Rights has lost 
us four times as many v otes as it has won, 
but we hav e to p ass it for moral reasons. 
It’s much better to do it now than let it 
get snarled in the 19 6 4 elections. 
3. JFK, who once serv ed in the House of 
Rep resentativ es, knows the difficulty of ef­ 
fectiv ely amending a bill after it leav es a 
House committee. This was why he held 
night conferences and ev en stalled a com­ 
m ittee v ote until this week so he could 
break up the weird alliance of Northern 
liberals and Southern Democrats who want 
a thorough bill (Southerners want it, of 
course because a tough bill would be easier 
to defeat or sidetrack, t 
Here is some of the backstage debate 
which took p lace between the President and 
Congressmen to p ersuade them to p ut Civ il 
Rights back on the track as originally p ro­ 
p osed by brother Bobby , The Attorney Gen­ 
eral. 
Insists on Some Legislation 
Kennedy told Congressional Leaders at the 
White House that if the Civ il Rights Bill 
was too strong it would be bottled up by 
the Rules Group or recommitted to the 
Judiciary Committee. 
“ I don’t want that to hap p en.” said Ken­ 
nedy . “ I’m against any further wrangling. 
I want to see both p arties get together and 
p ass some legislation, — p referably the bill 
I hav e requested — but, if not that, some­ 
thing sim ilar that will effectiv ely p rotect 
the rights of Negroes.” 
GOP Leader Charles Halleck said that he 
also wanted a strong bill enacted at this 
session, and that basically he agreed with 
Kennedy . 
“ I’m not asking for commitments from 
any one,” insisted the President. “ All I'm 
asking is that ev ery one here keep an op en 
mind on this subject until we can determine 
if there is sufficeint sup p ort in the Judiciary 
Committee for a bill that is accep table to 
both p arties.” 
Manny Disagrees 
Rep . Emmanuel Celler (D.-N.Y.), Chair­ 
man of the Judiciary Committee and the 
chief author of the tough Civ il Rights bill 
that Kennedy now seeks to sidetrack said 
he would not stand in the way of a modi­ 
fied bill. But he added. 
“ I’m still for the subcommmittee bill, Mr. 
President. I’ll hav e to be honest with y ou 
in say ing that. You tell us now that it is 
too broad to be p assed by Congress. How­ 
ev er, I didn’t hear these objections during 
ail the time we were considering the bill 
in subcommittee.” 
At a subsequent White House meeting with 
Kennedy and Judiciary Committee Demo­ 
crats, Rep . Roland Libonati of Illinois told 
JFK that Democrats p iobably would lose 
his state if an election were held to d a y - 
all because of the turmoil ov er Civ il Rights. 


“ The Italian-Americans, the Polish-Ameri- 
cans and other ethnic group s are really stir­ 
red up about this,” declared Libonati. “ I 
am for a strong Civ il Rights Bill, like y our­ 
self, but I certainly hop e we can enact one 
this y ear so the turmoil will subside be­ 
fore the 19 6 4 camp aign gets under way .” 


“ Naturally , T feel that way my self,” re­ 
p lied Kennedy . That’s why I am asking for 
a somewhat modified bill, with a chance of 
p assage. This will be difficult for some of 
y ou. I know that y ou are under p ressure 
from the AFL-CIO and Negro group s to 
p ass the Subcommittee Bill.” 


Rodino Say s Bill Goes Too Far 


Rep . Peter Rodino, D-N.J., said he thought 
the broader subcommittee bill imp rov ed on 
Kennedy ’s original Civ il Rights p rop osals in 
that it contained a p rov ision for a fair em­ 
p loy ment p ractices commission. (Kennedy 
originally p rop osed that the FEPC be con­ 
sidered in sep arate legislation.) 


Howev er, Rodino agreed with the Presi­ 
dent that Title III of the Subcommittee Bill 
was too broad and subject to abuses. This 
is the p rov ision giv ing the Attorney General 
sweep ing injunctiv e p owers to deal with the 
dep riv ation of Rights under the 14th Amend­ 
ment. 


“ Under Title III any citizen could demand 
redress by the Attorney General on almost 
any p retex t — ev en if he claimed that he 
wasn’t receiv ing Social Security benefits,” 
Rodino p ointed out. 


Kennedy said he felt the same way . He 
added that he had alway s been a strong 
adv ocate of an FEPC say ing that he did 
not request its inclusion in the Civ il Rights 
Bill only because he feared it might kill the 
whole bill. 


Rep . By ron Rogers of Colorado said he 
hop ed the President would get “ firm com­ 
m itm ents” from House Rep ublicans in any 
agreement for bi-p artisan sup p ort of Ken­ 
nedy -endorsed Civ il Rights legislation. 
“ We Democrats are accused of being sp lit 
on Civ il Rights — and we are, of course,” 
declared Rogers. “ But so are the Rep ubli­ 
cans. 
Let’s be sure that the Rep ublicans 
mean what they say if they agree to bi­ 
p artisan sup p ort, instead of talking one way 
and v oting another in the showdown.” 
Kennedy rep lied with a smile that he 
couldn’t guarantee this in all cases, but that 
those who p ut p olitics abov e the p ublic in­ 
terest would themselv es hav e to answer to 
the v oters. 
Both Archbishop and Rabbi

was ribbing Tom McNamara of my staff 
about recent references in this column call­ 
ing John the “ Archbishop of Boston.” 
“ Please tell Drew that the real Archbishop 
of Boston, Cardinal Cushing, will not take 
kindly to this fragmentation of his jurisdic­ 
tion,” grinned McCormack.

WASHINGTON (API - Fiv e 
y ears ago Sen. Richard L. Neu- 
berger, Oregon Democrat, com­ 
p lained that nobody p olices the 
p oliceman, that Congress can 
inv estigate the whole area of 
gov ernment but nobody p olices 
Congress. 
For ex amp le: The head of a 
gov ernment 
dep artm ent 
must 
rid himself of his stock before 
the Senate, to p rev ent conflict 
of interest, lets him take office. 
This is to p rev ent his p rofiting 
from some comp any he may do 
business with. 
But a m em ber of Congress 
can hav e all kinds of outside in­ 
terests, and ev en fight for a 
law to help those interests, but 
he doesn’t hav e to rid himself 
of any thing or rev eal any thing 
about his total income. 
Neuberger said: “ I fear it has 
a corroding effect on gov ern­ 
ment generally when a m em ­ 
ber of the President’s Cabinet 
can be ordered to jettison his 
corp orate p ortfolios by senators 
who themselv es may be dab­ 
bling in oil, cotton futures, tele­ 
v ision, hotel chains or uranium. 
“ If federal commissioners are 
to be p illoried for accep ting 
airp lane tickets to Palm Beach, 
how can senators and rep re­ 
sentativ es 
continue 
p rofitable 
associations with law firms re­ 
tained by banks, railroads, la­ 
bor unions and utility comp a­ 
nies?” 
In short Neuberger was call­ 
ing 
on 
Congress, 
which 
has 
p assed laws to p rev ent conflict 
of interest on the p art of feder­ 
al officials and other gov ern­ 
ment emp loy es, to p ass a con­ 
flict-of-interest law on itself. 
Congress 
ignored him 
with 
great calmness, as it has ig­ 
nored sim ilar p rop osals by oth­ 
er m em bers of both houses for 
y ears. 
Recently 
two 
former 
mem bers of Congress were con­ 
v icted of influence - p eddling 
while they were in Congress. 
Neuberger died in 19 6 0. His 


wife, now Sen. Maurine Neu­ 
berger, also an Oregon Demo­ 
crat, was elected to succeed 
him that same y ear. Last week 
she p icked up where her hus­ 
band left off. 


She and Sen. Clifford G. Case, 
New Jersey Rep ublican, asked 
consideration of a bill they had 
introduced requiring .top gov ­ 
ernm ent officers, m em bers of 
Congress and their staff to re­ 
p ort their y early incomes, in­ 
cluding gifts of substance and 
assets and liabilities and their 
financial 
transactions 
to 
the 
comp troller general, with these 
rep orts av ailable to p ress and 
p ublic. 


Case has made this kind of 
p rop osal rep eatedly and, like 
the late Neuberger, has been 
ignored.

Mrs. Neuberger and Case told 
Jordan that if their bill on fi­ 
nancial disclosures by members 
of Congress and their emp loy es 
had been law Congress would 
not hav e had to be informed 
about Baker by outside sources. 
While 
Congress 
has 
shown 
p ractically no interest ov er the 
y ears in p rop osals like those of 
Neuberger 
and 
Case, 
it has 
been p romp t to get indignant 
about wrongdoing in the ex ecu­ 
tiv e branch and has had full- 
scale inv estigations. 
Right after President Kenne­ 
dy took office in 19 6 1 he asked 
Congress to tighten and broad­ 
en the laws against conflict of 
interest as it ap p lies to emp loy ­ 
es of the ex ecutiv e branch. The 
law was p assed quickly . 
But there’s hardly a chance 
in a billion that Congress will do 
any thing about itself.

WASHINGTON - The 1 3 -y ea r- 
old medical battle that has been 
fought ov er the so-called “ anti­ 
cancer drug” Krebiozen is com­ 
ing to a climax within the nex t 
few weeks. 
The issue is whether Krebio­ 
zen, hav ing now been found to 
hav e caused cancer regression 
in two out of 504 cases on which 
records are av ailable, should be 
tested further. 
On the other hand, U.S. Food 
and Drug Commissioner George 
P. Larrick has asked the drug’s 
discov erer, Stev en Durov ic, and 
his scientific adv iser in the Kre- 
Mozen Foundation, Dr. Andrew 
C. Iv y , to show cause why they 
should 
not be p rosecuted 
in 
crim inal court. 
The drug has been adminis­ 
tered to more than 4,200 p a­ 
tients on p ay ment of a $9 .50 
contribution for each injection 
amp ule containing one p art Kre­ 
biozen to 1.000 p arts mineral oil. 
Some p atients are rep orted to 
hav e p aid out thousands of dol­ 
lars for treatm ent. The total re­ 
ceip ts could conceiv ably hav e 
run into millions of dollars. 
Dr. Stev an Durov ic, of Yugo­ 
slav birth, dev elop ed Krebiozen 
from 
an 
ex tract 
of 
infected 
horse blood in the Argentine be­ 
fore bringing it to America. He 
has claimed it cost $170,000 a 
gram to p roduce. 
Food and Drug Administra­ 
tion laboratory tests hav e iden­ 
tified 
Krebiozen 
as creatine, 
costing 30 cents a gram to p ro­ 
duce, or eight cents for the 
amount in each injection. 
The dev elop ers counter that 
Krebiozen is not 100 p er cent 
creatine and that it contains an 
added factor not y et identified. 
Food and Drug Administra­ 


tion field inv estigators collected 
medical records on 504 p atients 
identified 
by 
the 
Krebiozen 
Foundation as hav ing receiv ed 
treatm ents. FDA is now assem ­ 
bling information to see if there 
has been v iolation of the law. 
Points cov ered by the inv esti­ 
gation include the p ossibility of 
misbranding through incorrect 
labels, the ship ment of imp ure 
or adulterated drugs not up to 
standard, ship ment in interstate 
commerce of a new drug with­ 
out authorization, the making of 
false statem ents as to its effi­ 
cacy . 
After assembling all the ev i­ 
dence, it will be p resented to 
the Krebiozen distributors at an 
informal hearing. 
A decision would then hav e to 
be made on whether the case 
should be referred to Dep art­ 
ment of Justice for crim inal 
p rosecution in what might be 
the biggest medical case in his­ 
tory . 
The fact that a p anel of 24 
cancer 
sp ecialists 
has 
just 
branded Krebiozen “ ineffectiv e 
as an antitumor agent” in man 
is not deterring Dorov ic and Iv y 
in the slightest. They are going 
ahead with demands for new, 
joint chemical analy ses of Kre­ 
biozen and further clinical tests. 
The Krebiozen backers base 
their case on a finding that nat­ 
ural regression of cancer with­ 
out drugs, X-ray or surgery oc­ 
curs in one out of 50,000 cases. 
National Cancer Institute’s ad­ 
v isory council found two cases 
out of the 504 rev iewed in which 
the 
council 
say s 
regression 
could be attributed to Krebio­ 
zen. 
On the basis of these two 
cases, it is argued that Krebio­ 
zen is 200 times more effectiv e 
than nature and therefore worth 
further research.

Wa it Until Child Is Rea d y 
Befo re Buying Him a Pet

Should y our child be allowed 
to hav e a p et? 
If y ou already had an animal 
in the house before y our baby 
was born, there is no p roblem. 
Otherwise the answer would de­ 
p end largely on the age of the 
child and how badly he wants 
a p et. 
Most children under 6 are not 
ready for a p et. but once they 
reach that age, if they want one, 
they should hav e one. 
It is a 
great ex p erience for them to 
watch a y oung animal grow and 
to learn to get along with a 
creature that is dep endent on 
them. 
Although 
y our 
chRd 
should 
hav e much of the resp onsibility 
for the care of his p et, it is 
not right to hold him to this 
too rigidly , at least until he is 
in his teens. The kind of p et 
he can hav e will dep end on such 
factors as the ty p e of liv ing 
quarters 
y ou 
hav e 
and 
how 
much y ou can afford to p ay . 
If y ou liv e on a farm a colt, 
heifer, lamb or shoat might be 
an ideal p et. For most city 
dwellers a dog or a cat would 
be p referable. If y ou liv e in a 
small ap artm ent y ou may hav e 
to settle for a small bird, trop i­ 
cal fish, white mice or a ham­ 
ster. 
The dangers of disease trans­ 
mitted from p ets to y our child 
or other members of y our house­ 
hold are slight. No asp ects of 
life is without danger, but y our 
child is in less danger of getting 
a disease from a healthy p et 
than he is from the nex t door 
neighbor's child. 


Because dogs and cats are 
still the easiest p ets to come by 
— almost any child can get a 
mix ed breed p 
u p 
p 
y 
or an 
“ alley ” cat — it is well to con­ 
sider the rules set forth by Dr. 
H. 
E. 
Hilleboe, New 
York’s 
State Health Commissioner, for 
the 
p rev ention 
of 
bites 
and 
scratches. 
The first lesson y our child 
must learn is not to tease his 
p et. Pets are sometimes sur­ 
p risingly tolerant of teasing, but 
p ushed too far they may react 
with v icious suddenness. 
If y our child is old enough, 
he should read a p amp hlet or 
book on the care of his p et. 
Such m aterial can be obtained 
from y our local anti-cruelty so­ 
ciety or the p ublic library . Don’t 
ap p roach or touch a p et when 
it is eating and abov e all nev er 
try to take its food away from 
it. 
Eating >s just as absorbing a 
m atter to the p et as it is to a 
human being. Don’t wake y our 
p et suddenly . If y our child sur­ 
p rises a sleep ing animal it m ay 
snap at him. The old p rov erb 
“ let sleep ing dogs lie” can be 
taken literally as well as figura­ 
tiv ely .
